The Morgan county chapter 
already had borrowed $1,200 from 
the National Foundation and ne¬ 
eded several hundred dollars more 
to provide care for polio patients 
already under treatment. The gift 
from the Fayette county chapter 
will help tide the local chapter 
over until money is received from 
the Tobacco For Polio Drive r.ow 
underway, Mrs. H. B. Murray, 
chapter chairman, said. 

Meanwhile all farmers are urg¬ 
ed to contribute a stick of strip¬ 
ped tobacco to the fund. Mrs. 
Murray pointed out that when 
Morgan farmers donate tobacco 
at warehouses the county where 
the warehouse is located gets the 
proceeds. Thus it is important 
that Morgan farmers donate their 
tobacco at home. Collections are 
being made by members of the 
Homemakers clubs, and at the 
Blair Wholesale and Brown’s 
Hardware in West Liberty and at 
Harold Rose’s store at Ezel. 

Morgan was one of 12 counties 
to receive gifts from the Fayette 
chapter. David C. Lagrew, chap¬ 
ter chairman in Lexington, said, 
"We have $24,400 more than the 
anticipated patient-care and vac¬ 
cine needs for our county for this 
year, so we cannot sit idly by 
while polio victims in neighboring 
counties need surgery so they 
can use their hands or so they 
can walk.''

CAMPTON, Ky., Dec. 6—In the 
past few weeks, oil has been 
found in paying quantities in three 
wells drilled in widley separated 
sections of the county. Explora¬ 
tion for oil is under way in other 
communities. 

A well drilled to a depth of 

I, 246V, feet on the farm of Floyd 
Sparks in Upper Tar Ridge, was 
‘‘shot" last week. Twenty quarts 
of detonator were lowered into 
the hole by Hershel Garrett, an 
employee of the Du Pont Powder 
Co., Irvine. The earth belched 
forth enough crude oil to spread 
over a 75-yard radius. 

This lease, owned by Millard 
Creech, is part of a block of 
more than 1.900 acres that Creech 
has acquired. The Evaluation & 
Sales Co.—with Cliff Collins as 
manager, Mt. Pleasant Mich., is 
in charge of drilling operations. 

On the P. R. Legg lease near 
Torrent two wells have been 
drilled by the Inrico Oil Co., New 
York, with Benito Dell 'Aquila, 
president, in charge of operations. 
Enough oil has flowed from these 
wells to indicate a good field. The 
raw product is being sold to Ash¬ 
land Oil & Refining Co.

Burley prices continued to de¬ 
cline this week as they have done 
ever since reaching an all-time 
high of $65.46 on Tuesday of last 
week. 

Kentucky prices declined from 
20 to 24c Wednesday below Tues¬ 
day. The average Wednesday was 
around $62. 

Losses in recent days have been 
mainly on lower quality leaf and 
nondescript. The better grades of 
lugs and flyings have held fairly 
steady. Some better baskets con¬ 
tinued to bring 68 $and $69. 

Quality of tobacco was lower 
! as proportions of tobacco that 
graded out low and nondescript 
increased. 

By Tuesday morning of this 
week a total of 1,401 tobacco 
checks had cleared tftrough the 
Commercial Bank in West Liberty 
for a total of $905,607.90. This 
compares to a total of 1,025 checks 
for $650,019 40 on the same day 
last year. 

Observers still predict Morgan’s 
crop will bring a total of around 
two million dollars this year.

ANSWERS HIBI.E QUESTION 

The Courier: 

In answer to the question con¬ 
cerning the "four beasts around 
the throne of God," 1 express my 
opinion as follows: 

Tho four beasts of Rev. 4: 6,7 of 
the A.V. have the same meaning 
as “living creatures” in Ezek 1, 6, 
and have been altered to "living 
creatures" in the R.V. The A.V. 
is the Bible I most generally use, 
however, in this case I prefer the 
R.V. rendering “livirig creatures." 
The “living creatures" (beasts) 
art' the “cherubim.” The "cheru¬ 
bim” is the highest order of an¬ 
gels (guardians), and are gener¬ 
ally thought to represent the 
whole animate creation in the 
thought that the unresting acti¬ 
vity of nature under its Creator 
is a ceaseless offering of praise 
to him. 

In Ezekiel the "cherubim" have 
four faces each in the likeness of 
a lion, an ox, a man and an eagle 
and have four wings. The de¬ 
scription is similar but not quite 
the same here (V. 7). Beneath 
their wings they are full of eyes 

The Biblical writers represent 
the "cherubim" symbolically at 
least, as animate beings with the 
intelligence of man. the strength 
of an ox, the courage of the lion, 
the free motion of the eagle 
through the air and the eyes sug¬ 
gest the unresting vigilance with 
which they guard the throne.
